The Germans are the most; quarrel- 


some people in the world. It is mis- 
leading .toi speak of thejGermhn mili- 
tarists. All GerniiiriH are militarists. 
The records of their civil courts tell 
the story. In 1918 there were no less 
than 5,000,000 petty; c^ses tried in the 
courts, and as every case naturally in- 
volved at. least two parties,' the jiston- 
Ishlng fact Is disclosed that. some 10,- 
000,000 Germans,, or one-seventh .of the 
entire population, ''appealed" to" the 
courts in a single year! 


, , The bellicose character of the people 
was evidenced in countless other -ways J 
It Was the natural" result of Avliat 1 
believe to be. the .most 'projiouuved na- 
tional shortcoming — selfishness. 
The 


overage German is the most Hellish in- 
dividual .In the world. He thinks of 
hi'nself and his own comfort first, lust 
anJ all the time. I have noticed It. oil 
the street cars, in the theaters, in the 
public highways, in the restaurants and 
hotels, 
where 
people 
congregate. 


Every one looked out i'or himself first 
nnil pushed aside those who stood in 
his way. In civil life, Just sis In a state 
of war, the German practiced the prin- 
ciple that might makes right. 


Chivalry, courtesy, magnanimity are 


as foreign to 'the German makeup as 
they are characteristics or the French. 
A keen desire to make something out 
of nothing Is another national trait of 
tl(e Germans, if, iiiy observation has 
been accurate. What is commonly rej 
ferrecl to as 'German thrift is only a 
polite name for German stinginess, and 
I have seen so many illustrations of 
the petty meanness' of the German peo- 
ple that it seems idle to specify single 
instances. 
, One of the first impressions I re- 
ceived about the German people, when 
I went to live among them fourteen 
years ago, was the lack of comrade- 
ship among them. Class distinctions 
are r drawn sd; fine, and there, are so 
many -gradations, that it was almost 
impossible to find two, Germans on the 
same social plane. One was always the 
other's superior. After my fourteen 
years' expvrlutidc among these people, 
I cannot say that that early Impression 
has been removed; if anything, it has 
been deepened. 


Anyone .who has lived in Berlin, and 


is familiar with conditions in other 
European capitals, .will bear me out 
that tiie German policeman is the most 
arrogant police official in the world. 
His word is taken in court in prefer- 
ence to that of sis civilians, and his 
power is such that.it might very easily 
be used oppressively ; but strangely 
enough, despite the cupidity of the 
German character, graft and corrup- 
tion among the German police and 
other officials were practically un- 
known .before the, war. 
\ 


Such were the people behind the 


kaiser when the great war started. I 
shall never forget the sentiments ex- 
pressed to me by private individuals 
in every wnlk of life as the various 
phases of the war developed. 


No measure that was taken by Ger- 


many, no matter how atrocious or in- 
consistent with the world's Men of) 
_\vhat is permissible in civiliztil war- 1 
fare, ever brought a word of condem- , 
nation from the German public as a ' 
whole, although, of course, there were| 
some notable exceptions.

majority of Germans who discussed 
these matters with me, however, uot 
only defended everything Germany did, 
but complained because more rigorous 
measures were nut tukeu.

It was so significant that I be- 
lieve America vr.oiild.have. declared-war 
immediately had .it been known. _1 
have, failed to find a single German 
who did not eisult^over. the dastardly 
crimed and the activity of the Zep- 
pelins Ui, ,their raids on open towns 
evoked similar demonstrations. 


That the views which the people 


held regarding the conduct of the war 
were strongly influenced by the public; 
press, which was absolutely controlled 
by the government,' was only to be ex- 
pected. The fact tlVftt in pence time the 
press of Germany was perhaps the 
most reliable in the world, made-of It 
a particularly valuable tool in the 
hands of the government ii ^ime of 
war. 


The German newspaper is gospel to 


the people. The last word In any argu- 
ment was always furnished by proof 
supplied by some newspaper article. 
"Es steht in der zeitung," liberally 
translated, "The paper says so," was 
always final and conclusive. Nothing 
the papers declared was too preposter- 
ous to be believed. 


The press was used to excellent ad- 


vantage to conceal reverses and to 
make the utmost capital out of suc- 
cesses. Right from the start the news- 
papers declared that Germany was 
fighting a defensive war; that the na- 
tions of the world had jumped on 
Germany's neck because they were 
jealous of her growing power. 


The Importance which' the ^kaiser 


and his leaders placed in public opln- 
ion among the German people Is clear- 
ly illustrated by the announcements 
they made and the measures thay re- 
sorted to from, time to time, for home 
consumption. 


When in December, 1918, for In- 


stance, the kaiser realized that the rty- 
sumption of -unrestricted submarine 
warfare, which he had determined 
upon, might bring neutral nations,' in- 
cluding the United States, into the 
war, he felt that it was necessary to 
do something to uphold the spirit of 
ills people. It took the form of a pro- 
posal of peace to the allies. 


This proposal was designed to ac- 


complish two distinct purposes: First, 
it was to convince the German people 
that their kaiser was really the peace- 
loving monarch he had always pro- 
fessed to be; second, it was to demor- 
alize the allies by dividing them 
against themselves. 


This much is certain: The kaiser 


never intended the allies to accept the 
proposal he made. He admitted that 
much 
to 
me, as 
did 
also 
the 


Prince von Pless, his most intimate 
advisor. It was termed in such a'way 
that the allies could nofpossibly ac- 
cept it. But It served one of the pur- 
poses which it was intended to achieve, 
and nearly accomplished the other.

The Germans are the most; quarrel- 


some people in the world. It is mis- 
leading .toi speak of thejGermhn mili- 
tarists. All GerniiiriH are militarists. 
The records of their civil courts tell 
the story. In 1918 there were no less 
than 5,000,000 petty; c^ses tried in the 
courts, and as every case naturally in- 
volved at. least two parties,' the jiston- 
Ishlng fact Is disclosed that. some 10,- 
000,000 Germans,, or one-seventh .of the 
entire population, ''appealed" to" the 
courts in a single year! 


, , The bellicose character of the people 
was evidenced in countless other -ways J 
It Was the natural" result of Avliat 1 
believe to be. the .most 'projiouuved na- 
tional shortcoming — selfishness. 
The 


overage German is the most Hellish in- 
dividual .In the world. He thinks of 
hi'nself and his own comfort first, lust 
anJ all the time. I have noticed It. oil 
the street cars, in the theaters, in the 
public highways, in the restaurants and 
hotels, 
where 
people 
congregate. 


Every one looked out i'or himself first 
nnil pushed aside those who stood in 
his way. In civil life, Just sis In a state 
of war, the German practiced the prin- 
ciple that might makes right. 


Chivalry, courtesy, magnanimity are 


as foreign to 'the German makeup as 
they are characteristics or the French. 
A keen desire to make something out 
of nothing Is another national trait of 
tl(e Germans, if, iiiy observation has 
been accurate. What is commonly rej 
ferrecl to as 'German thrift is only a 
polite name for German stinginess, and 
I have seen so many illustrations of 
the petty meanness' of the German peo- 
ple that it seems idle to specify single 
instances. 
, One of the first impressions I re- 
ceived about the German people, when 
I went to live among them fourteen 
years ago, was the lack of comrade- 
ship among them. Class distinctions 
are r drawn sd; fine, and there, are so 
many -gradations, that it was almost 
impossible to find two, Germans on the 
same social plane. One was always the 
other's superior. After my fourteen 
years' expvrlutidc among these people, 
I cannot say that that early Impression 
has been removed; if anything, it has 
been deepened. 


Anyone .who has lived in Berlin, and 


is familiar with conditions in other 
European capitals, .will bear me out 
that tiie German policeman is the most 
arrogant police official in the world. 
His word is taken in court in prefer- 
ence to that of sis civilians, and his 
power is such that.it might very easily 
be used oppressively ; but strangely 
enough, despite the cupidity of the 
German character, graft and corrup- 
tion among the German police and 
other officials were practically un- 
known .before the, war. 
\ 


Such were the people behind the 


kaiser when the great war started. I 
shall never forget the sentiments ex- 
pressed to me by private individuals 
in every wnlk of life as the various 
phases of the war developed. 


No measure that was taken by Ger- 


many, no matter how atrocious or in- 
consistent with the world's Men of) 
_\vhat is permissible in civiliztil war- 1 
fare, ever brought a word of condem- , 
nation from the German public as a ' 
whole, although, of course, there were| 
some notable exceptions.

majority of Germans who discussed 
these matters with me, however, uot 
only defended everything Germany did, 
but complained because more rigorous 
measures were nut tukeu.

That the views which the people 


held regarding the conduct of the war 
were strongly influenced by the public; 
press, which was absolutely controlled 
by the government,' was only to be ex- 
pected. The fact tlVftt in pence time the 
press of Germany was perhaps the 
most reliable in the world, made-of It 
a particularly valuable tool in the 
hands of the government ii ^ime of 
war. 


The German newspaper is gospel to 


the people. The last word In any argu- 
ment was always furnished by proof 
supplied by some newspaper article. 
"Es steht in der zeitung," liberally 
translated, "The paper says so," was 
always final and conclusive. Nothing 
the papers declared was too preposter- 
ous to be believed. 


The press was used to excellent ad- 


vantage to conceal reverses and to 
make the utmost capital out of suc- 
cesses. Right from the start the news- 
papers declared that Germany was 
fighting a defensive war; that the na- 
tions of the world had jumped on 
Germany's neck because they were 
jealous of her growing power. 


The Importance which' the ^kaiser 


and his leaders placed in public opln- 
ion among the German people Is clear- 
ly illustrated by the announcements 
they made and the measures thay re- 
sorted to from, time to time, for home 
consumption. 


When in December, 1918, for In- 


stance, the kaiser realized that the rty- 
sumption of -unrestricted submarine 
warfare, which he had determined 
upon, might bring neutral nations,' in- 
cluding the United States, into the 
war, he felt that it was necessary to 
do something to uphold the spirit of 
ills people. It took the form of a pro- 
posal of peace to the allies. 


This proposal was designed to ac- 


complish two distinct purposes: First, 
it was to convince the German people 
that their kaiser was really the peace- 
loving monarch he had always pro- 
fessed to be; second, it was to demor- 
alize the allies by dividing them 
against themselves. 


This much is certain: The kaiser 


never intended the allies to accept the 
proposal he made. He admitted that 
much 
to 
me, as 
did 
also 
the 


Prince von Pless, his most intimate 
advisor. It was termed in such a'way 
that the allies could nofpossibly ac- 
cept it. But It served one of the pur- 
poses which it was intended to achieve, 
and nearly accomplished the other.
